(2) Gther personnel include about 200 Italian aad Garman P's, specislists, 
neny of whom requested to remain in Yugoelevie as civilianea; 6 warying 
musiber of etudenta ia training; 1,500 boya under fifteen years of age, 
who @ré organised into the Gniadineka Brigede, and whe receive intensive 
political as well as technics. traiwing prior toe entering the Savy. 
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(3) Civilian workmen of the arsenal often act as instructors, both for the 
students who will eventually be assigned to the naval. workshops and for 


the ships’ engineer personnel, who receive training ih combustion and 
gteam engines. 


(4) A 3,500 ton floating dock has been salvaged and repaired. Another, of 
1,500 tons, has not yet been salvaged.

(g) A large stock of automatio weapons 20m and aweller. 

“5, The lepetane inanerineten is the higher headquarters Of the following munitions de= 
pets of the Boka Kotorska areas 


(a) Morinj:e One kilometer from the town, on the const, is a depot conteining anti- 
Airoraft ammunition as well as field artillery. ammunition of 76 to 152mm. 


(b) Glavati. Here, three kilometers north of Tivat, is a depot containing small 
arms ammunition and artillery shelle up to 75mn. 


(e} Muo. Near a pine forest, two munitions dumps are being constructed out of 
materiel taken from damaged buildings. Nearby, a subterranean munitions depot 
is belnug built. 


(d) Lastva. A powder magazine, one of the largeat in Yugoslavia, was destroyed 
here by the Germans. The Yugoslava have been working for several months to 
make it usable, repairing old tunnels and underground storage facilities as 
well as building new ones. The completion date of this project is not known. 


(e) Sotomors (sioj. 4 large powder magazine is under construction. 
(f} Vitoglev. Site of a Large, well-stocked POL dump. 


(¢) Kumbor. The installation for testing torpedoes is in good condition except for 
one Large workshep which was destroyed. 


(1) Torpedoes from all parts of Yugoslavia, except the Fiume factory, are 
tested and checked here. “he stock numbers more than 200, including 
Italian 455mm and 533mm and German GOOmn typese 


(2) Launching tests are made from the 108 meter wharf in the direction of 
Sve Marko. 
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(3) In the technical section are plans of all types of German and Italian 


torpedoes, as well as many of 1944 British and American models. There 
are also complete plans for the construction of Type 3 assault boats 
used by the Italians at Gibralter and Alexandria. 


(4) Chief of the technical section is Eng. regan of Gorizia. He was formerly 


at Kumbor with the Italians and is now held prisoner there. 


(5) In the hangar of the destroyed maval airbase are three Italian assault 


boats which have been stripped down, rebuilt and tested. Frequent 
Maneuvers are carried out with these boats.

(a) Marine Corps unit ef unknown strength. 

(bo) Artillery officers’ school, with about 1,000 army and navy officers in ate 
tendance. 

(c) A light destroyer is used as an artillery school. Jt is equipped with twin 
torpedo tubes and with wither two or four 120mm cannon. This vessel, which 
makea frequent patrol runs in the Adriatic, has captured several italian 
fishing boats. 

(a) Marine hospital in good condition, except for an acute shortage of medical 


supplies. The physicians include three prisoners and an italian civilian who 
4s under pogular contract. The hospital is under the direction of a Swiss 
physician who arrived at the end of November 1946. 
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
